A more specific example of a useful oxygen-insensitive crosslinkable polymer is 
one in which the styrylpyridinium groups were added to a polyvinyl alcohol (PVA) by a 
condensation reaction which formed an acetal linkage. The compound has the following general 
structure: 
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wherein y. m and n are positive numbers, and X is an anion.
